Nine 
per cent of the yearlings brought less than 
$1.000—the largest number in this cate- 
gory since 1943. (See Price Groups by 
Years. page 426.) Twenty-five per cent 
were under $2,000. as against only 13 
per cent last year and 7 per cent in 1947, 

The market for poor to fair yearlings 
has dropped to the point where there is 
no longer any financial incentive for pro- 
ducing them. The 1950 crop of yearlings 
has already been produced, of course, and 
ihe 1951 crop is on the way, but except 
in the upper brackets (as judged mainly 
by the records of sire and dam) the pros- 
pects for them are miserable. 

Last year the directors of the Breeders’ 
Sales Company adopted a resolution by 
which a consignor would lose one place 
in the 1949 catalog for every yearling 
he sold at a price less than one-third of 
the average. The 30 per cent mark was 
$1.974. and the application of the rule 
would have provided space for 57 year- 
lings from other consignors in 1949. The 
rule was never applied. Elimination has

been left to take its natural course through 
attrition of the pocketbook. No artificial 
plan has ever been found more effective. 

The buyers were hard to get this year. 
Auctioneers Doc Bond and George Swine- 
broad had to do more work. On many 
occasions they moved prices up by a 
total of $5,000 or more by the long pro- 
cess of $100 raises. It was. by common 
consent, the most reluctant set of bidders 
seen in the Keeneland arena since the 
sales began there. The buyers included a 
few newcomers, but in the main they were 
experienced horsemen who knew the odds 
fairly well and who knew that in the year- 
ling ring as well as at the grocery it was 
a buyers’ market. 


The Buyers 


There were 172 buyers of record at 
the Keeneland Summer Sales of 1949, 
(Exact figures are never available be- 
cause some purchasers represent more 
than one principal.) 

They bought an average of 2.3  year- 
lings. and spent an average of $12,704. 
Last year the 183 purchasers at the 
Keeneland Summer Sales also bought an 
average of 2.3 yearlings, but it cost them 
an average of $15,285. 

Here is the buyer/spending ratio of 
other years: 1945—137 buyers. $22,890; 
1946—-130, $31.600;. 1947—170, $17,500.

Highest price of the 1949 Keeneland 
Summer Sales was $37000. This honor 
was shared by two colts—a War Admiral 
out of a sister to Bull Lea. and a Menow 
out of the dam of Beaugay and Sky Lark- 
ing. William Helis. through Henry H. 
Knight. bought the War Admiral colt. 
Trainer Moody Jolley. for Harry Gug- 
genheim. bought the Menow colt. The 
$37.000 top price reflected the state of 
the market. which was not so strong as 
in previous years. In 1946 the top price 
was $46.000. In 1947 it was $45.000. In 
1948 it was 346.000. 

Five colts sold for $32.500 or more 
this year. 11 went for more than $20,000. 
22 went for $15.000 or more.

If eech of the 99 consignors to the 
1949 Keeneland Summer Sales had _par- 
ticipated equally. the average one would 
heve sold four yearlings for a total of 
$22.016. 

But the yearlings and the money were 
not distributed on that basis. and the in- 
dividual totals ranged downward from 
$237.400. the amount received by FE. E. 
Dale Shaffer’s Coldstream Stud for its

19 head. The eight consignors selling 
ten or more yearlings sold a total of 158, 
or approximately 40 per cent of the 
aggregate. 

Largest consignments were those of 
Mereworth Farm, 41; A. B. Hancock, 31; 
and Coldstream and Elmendorf Farms. 
with 19 each. None of the others sold 
more than 14. Thirty-five consignors sold 
one yearling each. Forty-one of the 99 
sellers got less than $3,000 per head. 


Among the consignors with three or 
more vearlings.

The tabulation above shows how prices 
drifted downward at the Keeneland Sum- 
mer Sales in the last two years. In 
1947, 10 per cent of the yearlings sold 
for $2,000 or less: in 1949, 10 per cent 
brought $1,000 or less. In two years the 
top price of the lowest group has been 
cut in half. 

The lowest price in 1947 was $1,100. 
Last year three yearlings fell below 
$1,000, the lowest figure being $800. This 
year a total of 35 lots brought prices 
ranging from $300 to $900. and 12 others 
went for $1,000 each. 

In 1948 the market held even with 1947 
at the top level. In each of these years 
10 per cent sold for $15,000 or more and 
5 per cent at $20,000 or more. This year 
the general decline was noticeable at the 
top. Only 7.6 per cent of the yearlings 
(30 head) reached $15,000. and only 3.3 
per cent (13 head) got to $20,000. At 
the bottom of the top 10 per cent the 
price was $12,500. 


Even so, the yearlings in the upper 
brackets were discounted to a much small- 
er extent than those which the buyers 
considered to have the poorest creden- 
tials. The top 10 per cent averaged 14 
per cent lower than last year. The bottom 
10 per cent dropped 45 percent in their 
average, from $1,316 to $728. The lesson 
for the market breeder was clear: there 
is no profit in cheap yearlings. 
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the larger consignors Coldstream Stud 
led with $12.495 for 19 head. The con- 
signors with averages of $7.000 or above

Robert J. Kleberg. whose breeding ex- 
periments with cattle and horses have 
vielded some outstanding results. paid 
$50.000 at the Villa Farm dispersal last 
week for the 7-year-old broodmare Sun 
Lady. by Sun Teddy out of the dam of 
Twilight Tear. She will be used in pur- 
suance of a breeding investigation by Mr. 
Kleberg. who is in charge of the Kine 
Ranch Thoroughbred breeding program 
which has produced such outstanding 
horses as Stvmie and Assault. 


Mr. Kleberg explained to THe Broop- 
Horse that he bought the mare hecause 
he has a theory that certain females are 
“blanks.” inasmuch as they seem to trans- 
mit the qualities of males to which thev 
are bred without exerting much of a mod- 
ifying influence. This has been noted 
in bird dogs. for example. he said. 


In the case of Lady Lark. dam of Sun 
Lady. Mr. Kleberg had observed that her 
offspring seem to reflect the qualities of 
the stallions to which she has been bred 
rather than her own characteristics. The 
stakes-winning Sun Lady. which resem- 
bles her sire. the late Sun Teddy. als» 
seems to have the same “blankness.” s> 
far as Mr. Kleberg has been able to judge 
from her offspring. He intends to investi- 
gate the theory with Sun Lady. The mare. 
winner of the San Gabriel Handicap. had 
at her side, at sales time. a chestnut colt 
by Grand Admiral. She was believed t» 
be in foal to Polynesian.

Ponder’s All Right; You Can Pick 
Your Own Way of Losing to Him 


CHICAGO 
Arlington Park is an extremely pleasant 
race track. Like Delaware Park and 
Keeneland, it is set in open country, and 
while this country does not roll quite as 
much as it ought to, it is scenic neverthe- 
less. As a man remarked while a few 
tardy racing writers were lingering in 
the press box waiting for the Classic crowd 
to clear out, no other bar in Chicago has 
as good a view. Even while the Classic 
was being run some worthy agriculturist. 
away across the back stretch, was cutting 
wheat, mowing it down just like Ponder 
did with the Classic field. It was quite 
picturesque at the distance. Nothing 
looks as fitting in the country as a farmer. 
if he’s far enough away that you can’t 
see him well.

The race trains, though they 
would never have been mistaken for a 
car designed for a visiting Maharajah.

cream over hay This is not particularly 
news; even Bowie has better race trains 
than Belmont. It is perhaps the most im- 
portant bottleneck of New York’s racing 
that a can who cannot afford private trans- 
portation can appear at the race track 
only at a considerable sacrifice of human 
dignity. 

Another reflection, brought on by a 
child who was nibbling at one end of a 
hot dog and rubbing mustard on_ his 
sleeve at the other, was that Illinois does 
not have that silly rule about forbidding 
the grounds to minors. like hootch shows 
and cheap saloons. You can very easily 
see why race tracks do not want unes- 
corted ‘teen-agers kiting about the 
grounds. but my mustard-dispenser was 
a fairly unrepulsive child of ten or eleven. 
There seems a fair chance that he may 
grow up thinking of a race track as a 
place of excitement and amusement, in- 
stead of a gambling hell which is labeled 
by law as too rough for children. 

I can remember that at Keeneland the 
future of the nation would occasionally 
stop scampering on the lawn and put their 
dimes and quarters together and get 
somebody to buy them a $2 show ticket. 
which was not entirely good. But the di- 
vision of the profits of such a ticket. if it 
won, raised mathematics to a_height 
which Einstein only cloudily foresees. 
and anyway they learned the important 
lesson that you can’t pick it up if you 
don’t lay it down, and when you lose it 


only hurts a minute. Keep children out 
of race tracks and next thing you know 
they’re jabbering at you about Peewee 
Reese. 


HOWEVER. The visit to Arlington 
was not primarily intended as a_ child 
guidance study. Benjamin A. Jones wa* 
discovered sitting meditatively alone in 
a box, trying to estimate in his head how 
much would be left out of ten per cent of 
$65.450 after the Department of Internal 
Revenue got through with it. It was as- 
sumed that Ponder. since he was in later 
that afternoon. was in tolerable condition. 

“Oh, he’s all right.” said Plain Ben. ab- 
sently. “Good as he ever was. I reckon. 
If he can catch Tom Smith’s 
might do all right.”

“Maybe so.” said the party of the first 
part.

The event proved that the elder of the 
Jones Boys had picked the right horse 
to beat. for Admiral Lea had the doubtful 
distinction of being the last horse Ponder 
had to catch. He went out at the be- 
ginning. pushed by Johns Joy, and set a 
burning pace. When Ponder came to 
him on the stretch turn he hadn't much 
left and he went under without much 
fight. though he was still easily able to 
save second place from Palestinian. 

As far as I could see. the Classic was 
run on its merits. and nothing in the 
race had any real excuse. But [still 
think that Capot and Palestinian can 
both do better. Capot was pretty hard 
held down the back stretch. and my guess 
is that he didn’t like it. He was some six 
lengths off the pace at one stage. which 
means he did the first six furlongs in 
something like 1:12. Palestinian was stil! 
farther back. and Arcaro handled him the 
way he used to ride Assault against Sty- 
mie. He waited until Ponder had com- 
mitted himself to his run. and then went 


with him. However, this wasn’t Assault.

The Best ‘Test for Fertility 


CocHABAMBA, BoLiviA 

When I assumed the duties of technical 
director of the National Haras of Bolivia 
I found a magnificent, golden chestnut 
Anglo-Arab stallion in the stables. Lilot, 
for that was his name, had been acquired 
from the estate of the fabulous Simon 
Patina. Twelve years ago he had been 
imported from France. After the death 
of Mr. Patina he appears to have been 
neglected, and when donated to the re- 
mount he was in poor physical condition. 

Having been brought into excellent 
breeding condition he was tested several 
times. At times there were no motile 
spermatozoa in his semen, while at other 
times there were very few. The mares he 
covered did not conceive. He was consid- 
ered to be sterile. The only encouraging 
note about him was the fact, which was 
not given much credence by some, that 
he had sired a few foals during the years 
he stood at the Patina Stud. This was his 
history when I first saw him. 

Because of his physical excellence, and 
because he had the disposition and the 
conformation of the type we wished to 
reproduce, I decided to use him if  pos- 
sible. The job was to determine if he 
could be used, and if so, what methods 
would produce the best results. 

Knowledge of the natural behavior of 
horses should better enable us to inter- 
pret the actions of our confined animals. 
I welcomed the chance to practice pasture 
breeding under controlled circumstances 
as an opportunity to observe the unin- 
hibited actions of breeding stock. 

Pasture breeding, as found ordinarily 
in our cattle country and on the Argen- 
tine pampas, consists of turning a_ stal- 
lion loose on the plains with a band of 
mares and waiting a year to see what 
happened. The results may be a 100 per 
cent foal crop or a dismal failure, as 
often happens with an untried stallion. 
Recently | had an opportunity to exam- 
ine a large group of mares which had 
been gathered from three different ranch- 
es in Argentina, where they had been 
running on the range with stallions for 
several months. Of the entire group. 20 
per cent were pregnant. 


BREEDING METHODS. On well 
managed stud farms there is practiced 
but one method of breeding. The mare 
is teased while under the control of man, 
by a tease-horse controlled by a man, and 
covered by a stallion controlled by man. 
This method of controlled breeding is 
called “hand-breeding.” 

Between these two methods are systems 


of semi-control. A common term for 
this in the range country is corral-breed- 
ing. This is practiced when the owner 
of the stallion would like to practice con- 
trolled breeding but cannot, because he 
is either too short-handed or the mares 
are too wild to handle. In this case the 
mares are herded into a corral. The ones 
that are not to be bred—that is those 
that have been bred recently, etc.—are 
taken out of the band and the stallion 
turned, at liberty with the rest. 

Another method of corral breeding con- 
sists of herding the mares into a large 
corral, in the corner of which is a stoutly 
built stallion pen. The stallion is placed 
in this pen each morning, and the mares 
in heat soon will be found around his 
pen. From the mares in heat. the one to 
be bred will be selected and held. The 
stallion is then taken to the stable and the 
mare driven into his pen. The stallion is 
led out, usually on a very long shank. 
and the mare is bred. Since the mare is 
often wild and always at liberty. the long 
shank is necessary for the safety of the 
stallion and the handler. 


STUDY. I have talked to many men 
and written to others about the uninhibit- 
ed actions of the stallion and mare at 
liberty on the range. Some have told me 
about mares that ruled the range. and 
others have related how this stallion or 
that one would not take a certain mare 
into his band, or would have nothing to 
do with mares of certain colors. But none 
have told me how many times a stallion 
will cover a certain mare during a heat 
period, or when during the heat period he 
will cover her. or whether he covers the 
mares we know to be abnormal. It would 
be interesting to know what the. stallion 
would do under these conditions on his 
own volition. 

In Bolivia the mares are put into a 
corral or stables at night. During the 
day they are herded in the fields by pas- 
ture guards much the same as you would 
find in eastern Europe today. for they 
have no fences. Thus it was possible to 
establish a combination of pasture-corral- 
control breeding for the purpose of study- 
ing Lilot. Eleven chestnut mares were 
selected: a 3-year-old, seven 4-year-olds. 
and three older mares. During the pre- 
vious breeding season all of the mares 
but the 3-year-old had been bred several 
times to horses of known fertility and 
had not conceived. These mares were 
stabled each night. Every other day they 
were teased by a tease-horse in order to

determine their sexual reactions. After 
recording these reactions we turned the 
mares out in a large corral with feed, 
water, and Lilot. They were on_ their 
own, but their actions were noted by ob- 
servers. After a few hours together sex- 
ual activities would cease and the stal- 
lion and the mares began to busy them- 
selves eating. Then the stallion was 
caught, along with any mares that had 
been covered that day, and examinations 
made. This routine was followed for a 
month. 

During that month the 3-year-old filly 
was in heat but one day. She was bred 
that day but did not conceive. One of 
the older mares was in heat every day 
during the month. The stallion did not 
cover her. One of the other mares was 
not found to be in heat at any time. 
Seven of the mares were in heat on No- 
vember 24 (corresponding to May in the 
northern hemisphere). Although the in- 
tensity of sexual desire could not be dif- 
ferentiated during controlled teasing. 
Lilot covered but one of those mares 
that day. 


On another day, although there were 
five mares in heat. he covered only one 
of them. He always bred each mare 
more than twice, sometimes covering the 
same mare five times in quick succes- 
sion. During the period of observation 
he bred but one mare a day. It was quite 
a temptation not to remove from the group 
a mare that he covered several times in 
two days while ignoring the others that 
seemed to us to be in good heat. He cov- 
ered nine mares during the month and 
four of them conceived, proving that he 
could successfully be used as a_repro- 
ductor. 

In this little experiment the answer 
to the question “How did he choose the 
mares he bred?” was very simple: The 
stallion did not do the choosing. 

For example, one mare was in good 
heat for 23 days during the month. She 
was covered by the stallion on the first 
and third days of that period (for some 
reason they were not put together on the 
second day). Although the mare did not 
go out of heat for 20 more days she was 
never covered again. She conceived. Lilot 
is a very vigorous stallion, like so many 
other stallions of doubtful fertility, and 
was ready to breed the first mare he 
came to. However, in this case. during 
the two days she was bred the mare came 
out of the group, fought all the other 
mares away and then went after the 
horse. She furiously kicked at him and 
drove him off to one side, where she kept 
him to herself. During one or two days. 
each mare covered by the horse would 
have this sexual drive. In two cases we 


were able to determine accurately that 
this drive coincided with ovulation in the 
mare. In the others no determination 
could be made with certainty. 


TIMING. This question of knowing when 
a mare that is in heat. as determined by a 
tease-horse, should be bred by the stallion 
to give the best results is very important 
and very vexatious. I read, not long ago, 
that one of the Russian equivalents of 
remount farms was running a_ stallion 
with each band of mares for the purpose 
of teasing. 

This stallion had been subjected to an 
operation which made it impossible for 
him to cover a mare, and yet he remained 
a stallion. Since the mares are herded 
over there by guards, it is a simple mat- 
ter to note the mare that actually fights 
for the stallion. They say they have been 
able to improve the breeding efficiency 
by such methods. However. it seems to 
me that in a system of controlled breed- 
ing this determination must be made by 
a technician either through ovarian palpa- 
tion, or hormone determination, or some 
physical checks such as temperature 
changes or cellular differentiations. So 
far, none of these methods has been so 
perfected to be of practical value. 


In addition to the fact that Lilot was 
sufficiently fertile to warrant his useful- 
ness as a reproductor, we found that 
at his very best he had less than one-tenth 
the spermatozoa present in other stal- 
lions under the same living conditions. 
Although the number of spermatozoa was 
greatly reduced, the motility and longev- 
ity of those present was of exception- 
ally good quality. For example. there 
was good motility after 12 hours in a 
sample kept at room temperature. An- 
other thing noted was that the samples of 
semen differed greatly from one another. 
and that those taken just after a day of 
sexual rest were practically worthless. 


MULTIPLE COVERS. The use of 


ar- 
tificial inseminations of dairy cattle, 
which has had a _ tremendous impetus 


during the past ten years, has been the 
reason for much research in the field of 
bovine fertility. One of the results has 
been the discovery of an approximate 
minimum number of spermatozoa neces- 
sary for fertilization. Although it is 
theoretically possible for one spermato- 
zoon to fertilize an ovum, in practice a 
great many more must compete for that 
honor if the act is to be accomplished. 
Work has been done on this phase of 
equine fertility. but as yet we do not know 
the actual minimum number of sperma- 
tozoa_ required. 

However, we assumed that there must 
be a minimum number, and that ordinar- 
ily it was less than Lilot could produce 
in one ejaculation. Therefore when we

used him we checked the cover and made 
him repeat his service until the number 
of spermatozoa which he ejaculated (the 
sum of all covers made in quick succes- 
sion) was better than one-tenth of a nor- 
mal Out of six stallions, all of 
them testing much better than Lilot. he 
was able to attain a better breeding ef- 
ficiency for the season than all but one. 

When the experiment began, Lilot was 
very rank and was apt to drag two han- 
dlers along on double shanks as he rushed 
at the mare with a roar. This sort of 
discipline should not be tolerated. The 
means to correct it are much less cruel 
and costly than the consequences. In 
this case the mares at liberty corrected 
his manners. After one month in a field 
without the aids given a horse in con- 
trolled breeding, he became perfect in 
his deportment. It was then up to us to

New York Fall Stakes

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Breeders Display Optimism 
By Buying Some Broodmares 


Day after the conclusion of the annual 
Keeneland Summer Sales, which had seen 
the average price of yearlings decline by 
16 per cent from the Keeneland average 
of last year, a group of broodmares was 
sold at the Keeneland pavilion. Judging 
by the way the breeders turned out and 
bid against each other for the choicest 
offerings. their faith in the long-range 
solidity of the horse business remains 
strong. 

The highest prices for the most part 
were paid by breeders who race their 
own produce and do not depend on the 
sale of yearlings for their main revenue. 
But enough of the smaller market breeders 
were active in the bidding to support the 
conclusion that breeders in general are 
not selling the future short. 

A total of 26 mares. some with foals 
and some also in foal. were sold. The 
aggregate price was $207.550. average 
$7.983. The consignors were Douglas M. 
Davis (one mare. $1.000) Grant Dorland 
(two mares. $3.600). the estate of Miss 
Mary DeWitt Snyder (12 mares. $23.950). 
and Villa Farm (11 mares. $179.000). 
The Snyder and Villa Farm sales were 
dispersals. 

Highest price. and a near record for a 
broodmare. was $50.000. which the King 
Ranch paid for the 7-vear-old Sun Lady. 
with a colt foal by Grand Admiral. and 
in foal to Polynesian. with the stud sea- 
son paid. The mare is a stakes-winning 
half sister. by Sun Teddy to Twilight 
Tear. 

C. E. Nelson. a Maryland breeder who 
had averaged $2.575 for four Alaking 
vearlings the dav before. paid $36.000 for 
Donita M.. a stakes winner which has 
produced a stakes winner. She is in foal 
to Bull Lea. which added more to her 
worth than the face value of the $5.000 
paid-up stud fee.

Colorado Spins 
Racing Wheel 


(From Forrest Proctor, Denver.) 


The American elector. all things con- 
sidered, is a pretty game old boy. He’s 
apt to say. “O.K.. let’s give it a whirl 
and see what number comes up.” 

If. on the other hand. the number has 
a shady look he’s just as apt to take the 
whele thing back and call it quits once 
and for all. leaving it to later generations 
of his progeny to spin the machine again 
if they wish. 

That is very nearly the place where 
the electorate of this State of Colorado 
are with racing at this moment. It has 
heen estimated that if the pari-mutucl 
law were to come up for a vote at this 
time. it would fall by the wayside with 
the odds as high as 10 to 1 against it. 

The amazing factor is that the wheel 
hasn’t actually had more than a_ trial 
turn, just to see if it would roll. Dog 
racing is off to an inconspicuous start 
in Pueblo. and Thoroughbred racing did 
have a sorry little trial in a place called 
Brush, some eighty-odd miles from Den- 
ver. 

Nothing much happened at Brush, but 
it would seem that people didn’t have 
as much fun as they expected; not as 
much fun as they used to have before 
their little meet came to be supervised 
by the dignity of a state racing commis- 
sion. and their monies collected by some 
sort of a pari-mutuel arrangement. It was 
more fun just betting with your neigh- 
bor, and one hell of a lot less fuss and 
hother. 

But Brush will go down in the racing 
annals of the State as the place that 
tried out the machine and found it not 
only wanting. but in a sad state of un- 
balance. The only person who actually 
suffered was Mr. George Foster. 
tended to push the public around. 

Mr. Foster was employed by the state 
racing commission. There had been some 
little difficulty about his appointment. 
since Colorado goes in for civil service. 
and Mr. Foster couldn't make the grade 
with that commission. He was given a 
new title of racing consultant. and $800 
a month. 

The civil service was allowed bv the 
racing statute to appoint a “secretary” 
to the commission at something over 
$6.000 a year. Up to the time of the 
Brush meet. Mr. Foster had nothing but 
favorable publicity. He was granted space 
in the papers. He even wrote a column

JUNE PASTURE all ROUND 
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for the sports editor of the Post. and ran 
off at some length about night eyes and 
such identifications very shortly after Joe 
Palmer quoted Mr. Cassidy and Dr. Cat- 
lett in THE Bioop-Horse. 

Everything seemed to be going along 
well enough until Mr. Foster began push- 
ing people around at Brush. Now, you 
can’t push these Westerners around even 
as much as you can a race crowd at 
Chicago, Los Angeles, or New York, but 
Mr. Foster didn’t know that. He even 
referred to them as hicks, and anvone 
should know that only by himself may a 
man be called a hick even if he is a hick. 

Anyway. a hue and cry set in, and they 
very neatly got Mr. Foster’s scalp after 
he had made a couple of tries at keeping 
it in place. The people all seem to think 
he was just a little too big for his boots. 
or for the boots of this State. anyway. 
He is not lamented, although he didn’t 
err seriously. Probably he was a little 
crotchety, but that isn’t very serious in 
these disturbing times. 

The real trouble was never Mr. George 
Foster but the whole politically drenched 
set-up. The governor is a Democrat. He 
appointed a Democratic commission and 
they let out the only good franchise to 
a group of ward heelers and_ other 
politicos, including the warden of the 
state penitentiary. All the meetings .. . 
of the commission were behind closed 
doors, and the idea developed with 
alacrity that there was somewhere about 
a rarefied Rocky Mountain trout. The 
news just seemed to grow. for nothing 
was ever actually found out about this 
fish until during the Brush meet. when 
it was broadcast that the chairman of 
the racing commission was in cahoots 
with the president of the winning team 
for the Denver franchise. They were co- 
owners of a stable that was even then 
racing at Ak-Sar-Ben. Well. there was 
your rarefied old trout, all right. 

The upshot of all this was merely an 
attempt to save face. The chairman re- 
signed. The president resigned his presi- 
dency, although it is understood that 
he is still on the board of directors. In 
the melee, Mr. Foster lost his scalp, 
and finally the governor appointed a 
judge from Glenwood Springs to hold 
open hearings on the whole matter of 
franchises and the racing set-up from 
the word go. 

The judge. so help me, is a Repub- 
lican and he will hear all about the Dem- 
ocrats. even to those disgruntled ones 
who applied pressure in the wrong places 
to get the Denver franchise. Hearings be- 
gin at once and it would be difficult 
to guess how many dead trout may be 
unearthed. 

It would also be difficult to guess how 
racing can prosper until it is taken com- 


pletely out of the hands of both po- 


litical machines. Maybe Colorado had 
better stick to ski meets. governor’s con- 
ferences, and culture. 


It is unfortunate that all this had to 
happen when the State is thronged with 
visitors. 


Appraisal from Sweden 


(The following is from Mrs. E. von 
Stockenstrom, of Sweden, a most knowl- 
edgeable horsewoman who spent some 
time in the Lexington area this spring.) 


My impressions of Kentucky? The 
grass is wonderful in its natural state, 
but can still be improved by fertilization, 
resowing, and so on, a thing a good many 
farms seem to have realized. The C. V. 
Whitney farm, for one, paid a lot of 
attention to that fact, with great appar- 
ent success. The size of the paddocks 
is excellent. 

The quality of the horses made an im- 
pression. They have much heavier bone 
than we are used to. Everywhere they 
had shiny coats and a general look of 
well-being. The fertility was very good, 
as a rule. The new-born foals looked 
to me as any foals, but the yearlings! 
Where do you find their likes anywhere 
else in the world? Why they should be 
fattened before the sales is incompre- 
hensible to me, splendid-looking as they 
are in themselves, most of them. 

A thing that struck me was to see how 
very easy the horses seemed to handle, 
from the stallions down to the tiniest 
foals. The inhabitants of Kentucky must 
have horsemanship in their blood. 

The American breeder is open to every- 
thing that may improve his bloodstock. 
That is why one finds so many imported 
first-class stallions from France, England, 
and Australia. What *Teddy, *Bull Dog, 
*Sir Gallahad 3rd, *Mahmoud, and others 
have meant to the American breed is 
hard to realize. It would be a splendid 
idea for Europe to go across the sea to 
find the outcrosses so badly needed in 
many places, in the shape of the best 
American blood. 

The very smart stabling I admired in 
places where the horses seemed able to 
“afford” it. Calumet horses certainly 
seem to be able to do so. 

The contact with the Experimental 
Station at the University of Kentucky 
was most valuable, and thanks to Drs. 
Dimock, Bruner, and Hull I was able to 
bring back new information on various 
subjects to Sweden. 

The most overwhelming hospitality met 
me everywhere. Kentucky certainly lived 
up to its reputation. I feel more grate- 
ful than I can say to my new friends 
there who made my stay one of the 
most pleasant times I have spent any- 
where.
